Revive Poll Tax
in L. A. County

Revival of the poll tax and its
nse as a legal requirement to vote
would require a special act of the
state legislature, according to an
opinion prenared by County
Counsel J. H. O'Connor at the
request of Supervisor Willlam A.
Smith of Whittier, who had been

asked for information on the
subject.
The legislature could provide

{for an annual educational poll tax
by statute and the county super-
visors then could apply it to any
group they desired, the opinion
stated. It could be applied to
women only, to minors only, or
to men, or to all.

Amendment of the state Con-
stitution would be necessary
to make payment of a poll tax a
prerequisite for voting in the
county, O'Connor stated.
